During  tho  some  month  1  witnessed  tho  camp  Cenroandont,  Capt. 
YAI'AHJCHIt  acccnqpanicd  by  tho  jap  U,0.»  a  Lieut,  about  3  it.  7  ins.  in 
heifet,  light  complexion,  thin  uoustacho,  beat  with  u  sword,  punch  in  tho 
stomach  about  40  British  soldiers.  Those  mon  wore  starving,  and  net  fod 
j  for  three  days  prior  to  interro6tion.  1  heard  thec^lead  for  food,  and 
toll  Capt,  YAIiATUCHI,  "Feed  us,  then  we  con  talk*,  prior  to  interrogation 
they  were  sprayed  with  disinfectant.  Three  died  during  ny  stay  in  camp, 

'  and  1  feel  their  death  was  duo  to  the  beatings  and  starvation.  An 
j  Indian  told  mo  ho  had  soon  a  British  Ipjor  suspondod  upsido  down  from  a 
j  troo  and  water  pouring  from  hi3  mouth,  YAMAItUCHI  boating  him  with  a  stick. 
'  Tho  H,o.  accused  mo  of  being  a  spy  and  clapped  mo  in  the  face.  1 


...bout  July  1943  1,  my  husband,  its.  scott  Gruy,  it.  Scott  Cray 
end  tho  Stanley  family  were  transferred  to  lyaukme  internment  C-mp.  m 
tl.is  camp  wo  were  fairly  woll-troatod  by  jnj.  ronro  and  set.  YANAGA. 


On  Fob.  l6th  1944  tho  ubevomentioned  party  and  including  it. 

•  l.urphy.Ford,  Stcrlingand  pr indie  were  taken  back  to  ipynyo.to  a  camp 
}.  near  tho  signal  Lines,  its.  ,.ung  told  mo  she  had  boen  beaten,  and  1  also 
j  saw  her  being  struck  with  a  riflo,  and  kicked  in  the  £roin,  and  slapped 
;  on  tho  face  by  a  jap  sentry,  it  was  said  in  comp  that  its.  Aung  had 
married  a  Japanese  Colonel. 


ifco  following  people  on  the  8th  riov.  1944  wore  transferred  from 
I^ymyo  to  pavoy  arriving  thore  1st  Bee.  1944*  IT»  and  ITS.  scott  Gray, 

ITS.  Aung,  it.  Ford,  iurphy,  sterling,  Brindle,  Stanley  wife  and  family. 
Father  clerici,  myself  and  ray  husband,  a  weekofter  our  arrival  Tukie  uskec 
if  1  wanted  to  change  rs.  1200/-  in  Bidian  currency  to  Japanese  occupation¬ 
al  nctos.  1  did  not  agree  but  was  ccr^ollod  and  received  one  for  ono. 

I  did  not  spend  any  of  this  money  end  after  poaco  r/us  declared  Tahio 
refused  to  change  it  back  into  Indian  currency.  The  jap  oncy  is  still 
in  y.  possession. 


On  or  about  the  1st  Fob.  1943  I  saw  ITS*  Scott  Gray,  its.  Aung 
and  Florence  Stanley  standing  ir.  the  sun  for  a  supposed  breach  of 
comp  rules  ordered  by  Tokio.  its.  scott  Gray  stood  for  seven  hours. 
Its.  ;.ung  for  ton  and  Floronco  Stanley  for  eight  hours.  Takie  on  this 
^occasion  also  slapped  its.  Aung  ond  1T3.  scett  C-ray.  j 

The  water  carrier  Iphd.  Zomn  told  me  that  its.  Childers, 
I.'othor  sucillc  and  himself  had  been  severely  beaten  with  a  leather 
buckled  belt  by  Tokie. 
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IT.  Holden  Harold  and  Sydnoy  tcld  a  that  Takic  had  attested 
to  seduce  mid,  he  (nr.  Holden)  had  applied  for  an  interview  with  the 
Governor,  thi3  application  vac  refused  by  Tokio,and  Uo  hud  receivod  a 
beating  instead.

<  cuiiie  tv.  House  t'c .  12  occupied  by  myself,  its.  Aung,  Scott  cay,  Stanley 
’  and  Alexander  called  its.  Aung  outaido  und  took  her  to  Capt.  HliTJRA 
j  in  the  construction  office,  sho  returnod  about  033b  hours  with  her 
I  clothes  torn  in  shredsj  she  informed  us  that  KI1URA  had  trid  to  rape 
,  her,  but  she  had  resisted. 

After  the  above  Ancle. ml  7Td:ic  had  partitions  erected  in  House  To. 
12  and  visited  its.  au.uc  very  .\Vc Quite  often  staying  untl  02C0 
hours  and  i  have  eve? y  reason  xo  bliovo  that  sexual  intercourse  took  place, 

Durhg  tho  ix>ncor.s  in  July  1945  I  fas  extremely  ill  and  could  not 
get  up  for  roll  call;  i  was  dreggod  out  by  a  sentry,  acting  on  Takie«c 
orders,  and  made  to  stand  in  the  3ur.  for  nine  hours. 

After  cur  rolease  ».nd  in  Rangoon,  ITS.  Forbes  itcholl  tcld 
j  mo  thut  on  sovcrcl  occasions  Tol-io  hud  rapod  har  in  tho  construction  office,
